WEF leaders also addressed the future role of Al in education, in particular during the WEF's “Education Meets Al” panel onnfnlarstiteăy. 
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According to Forbes, panelists, including government officials from Slovenia and the United Arab Emirates, suggested that Al will provide “novel opportunities for deeply 
personalized learning and tutoring.” 


Ahmad bin Abdullah Humaid Belhoul Al Falasi, minister of education of the United Arab Emirates, called this “democratic tutoring,” suggesting that Al would provide “scalable” 
tutoring “available to al!” outside the classroom, which will supplement classroom teaching and which “leaves the hardest part — the soft skills — to teachers.” 


Nzinga Qunta, an anchor with the South African Broadcasting Corporation, suggested that such tutoring would not be restricted in terms of age or physical space. 


Panelists also provided reassurances that Al would not lead to the elimination of human jobs — but suggested that people won't lose their jobs due to Al “but by people who kn: 
how to use Al,” Forbes reported. 


The “risk of mis- and disinformation” was also highlighted during the discussion, with panelists suggesting that “critical thinking” can enable students to identify the “hazardous” 
risks of “misinformation” and “disinformation.” 


“Misinformation' can lead to “civil unrest” 


“Misinformation” was indeed highly prominent on the agenda of this year's WEF meeting. The WEF's Global Risks Report, released Jan. 10, named “misinformation” and 
“disinformation” derived from Al as the top risk facing the world over the next two years, and the fifth-highest risk over the next decade. 


According to the report, “Foreign and domestic actors alike will leverage misinformation and disinformation to widen societal and political divides” in the next two years, posing : 
risk to elections in countries such as the U.S., U.K. and India and a risk of “civil unrest” across the world. 


“What's more, false information and societal polarization are inherently intertwined, with potential to amplify each other,” according to Saadia Zahidi, the WEF's managing direci 
for which “innovation and trustworthy decision-making” are required. However, she said this “is only possible in a world with alignment on the facts.”

The WEF's warnings about the “threat” of “misinformation” and “disinformation” is closely aligned with fears expressed by WEF meeting participants regarding how Al could im; 
democracy and the electoral process. 


In recent days, a video went viral on social media showing WEF co-founder and chairman Klaus Schwab in a discussion with Sergey Brin, co-founder and former president 
of Google. Schwab suggested a hypothetical scenario where “you do not even have to have elections anymore” because Al “can already predict the winner” — a scenario Brin 
not explicitly dismiss.

Even though that video was frequently presented in social media posts as originating from this year's WEF meeting, it is actually from a discussion at the WEF's annual meetini 
2017. Yet, other statements at this year's meeting also referenced elections and governance. 


During a panel discussion today on “Global Risks: What's in the Mail?” Haslinda Amin, Bloomberg News” chief international correspondent for Southeast Asia, suggested “there 
a risk the wrong leaders are elected” in this year's elections in key countries. 


Responding to Amin, Douglas L. Peterson, president and CEO of S&P Global, said this “is one of the top risks for this year” and added, “We also need to make sure we stay 
engaged through global institutions, like the UN, like NATO.”

From the WHO Constitution, page 193 
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Rule 78 


In addition to the cases provided for elsewhere by these Rules, the 
Health Assembly may vote on any matter by secret ballot if it has previously 
so decided by a majority of the Members present and voting, provided that 
no secret ballot may be taken on budgetary questions. 

A decision under this Rule by the Health Assembly whether or not to 
vote by secret ballot may only be taken by a show ofhands; ifthe Assembly 
has decided to vote on a particular question by secret ballot, no other mode 
of voting may be requested or decided upon. 


Rule 79 


When the Health Assembly votes by secret ballot, the ballot itself and 
the check of the number of ballot papers shall take place in plenary meeting. 
Unless the Health Assembly determines otherwise the counting of votes 
shall take place in a separate room to which delegations shall have access. 
This counting shall take place under the supervision of the President or of 
one ofthe Vice-Presidents of the Health Assembly. The Health Assembly 


may proceed with its work during the period before the results of the ballot 
can be announced. 


Rule 50 


Elections shall normally be held by secret ballot.! Subject to the 
provisions of Rule 110, and in the absence of any objection, the Health 
Assembly may decide to proceed without taking a ballot on an agreed 
candidate or list of candidates. Where a ballot is required, two or more 
tellers appointed by the President from among the delegations present shall 
assist in the counting of votes. 
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
